Perhaps a it»v form of 
unionism will Uke its place—a ben- 
eficent unionism—for the right of the 
workmen to organize within the spirit 
of the federal constitutiou ii> not to 
be disputed. The employers of this 
country have no quarrel _with tb» man 
that work for them considnred as in- 
dividuals. The welfare of tbos* who 
to1.) in our factories calls for our most 
earnest consideration. But what we 
must protest against, is the unwarrant- 
able usurpation of rights and the dis- 
astrous industrial policy which char- 
acterizes them in their present associ- 
ated capacity. 


Organized labor knows but one law. 


and that is the law of physical force— 
the law of the Huns and vandals, the 
law of the savage. 
All its purposes 


arc accomplished either by actual 
force or by the threat of force.

The mere defeat- 
ing of these two bills does not tell the 
story. What was done that was much. 
more important and far-reaching was 
to give an opportune check to social- 
istic impulse. It is impossible to hide 
oiir eyes to the fact that a large mass 
of the people, forgetful o£ the liberties 
and blessings they now enjoy, are 
with restless ardor striving to force 
the nation to what must eventually 
mean industrial disaster, if not an- 
archy and despotism. 


Organized labor, an army presum- 


ably two million strong, feeling its 
strength and exultant over many vic- 
tories it .had won, concluded last win- 
ter-that the yme was 'ripe to make 
congress engraft upon the statute 
books of the nation its sprigs of social- 
ism, legalizing those denials of indi- 
vidual rights which it has heretofore 
sought to enjoin by force. It drew up 
and fathered the eight-hour and anti- 
injunction bills, the,.- former of which 
could -well have been entitled "An act 
to repeal the bill of rights guarantee- 
ing the freedom of the individual," and 
the latter should have been termed,

C°OMIlirOtrS MANIFESTATIONS. . 


The introduction in congress of such cr*me 


measures as these and the support tives. 
they received there and from the press 
and public, can only be regarded as 
ominous manifestations of the deep- 
seated power of an organization which 
in late years has had such an insidious 
growth that we find it dominating to 
a dangerous degree, the -whole social, 
political and governmental systems of 
the nation. Who can take note of the 
hundreds of strikes of the last year, 
of the many acts of aggression and 
ruthless violation of principles hereto- 
fore held dear by the American peo- 
ple. of the subservient and apologetic 
tone of many newspapers and public 
men towards those things, and also of 
the all too prevalent antagonism to-
